The following statement of substance of interview is filed in response to the Examiner's 
remarks in the Interview Summary mailed April 18, 2007, the one-month shortened statutory 
period for response to which expires on May 18, 2007. An amendment to the Final Office 
Action mailed on February 26, 2007 was filed on April 16, 2007 in response to the interview 
conducted on April 11, 2007. 
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On April 11, 2007, Applicants' counsel, Jeff Michelsen (Reg. 50,978), sent a FAX to 
Examiner Karen Tang with proposed claim amendments. The intent of the FAX was to 
determine if progress could be made toward overcoming the cited references if the proposed 
amendments were entered. 

On April 11, 2007, the Applicants' counsel Jeff Michelsen (Reg. No. 50,978) had a 
telephonic interview with Examiner Tang. During the interview, proposed claim amendments 
were discussed. In particular, Mr. Michelsen and Examiner Tang discussed the proposed claim 
amendments that were faxed to Examiner Tang earlier that day. Examiner Tang indicated that 
the amendments were a substantial improvement to the previous claims and that that the 
amendments might overcome the cited references. However, Examiner Tang indicated that the 
claims would have to be submitted in a formal written response.
